He said Germany has outstripped 
the United States in the speed of 
‘its attack planes and efficiency of 
its light bombers. He explained 
he did not know how many war- 
planes the Reich has, but estimated 
that its productive capacity is 20,- 
000 planes a year. 

He assured the committee that 
the United States is in no danger 
of aerial attack from abroad, be- 
cause European military planes are 
not of long-range types. 

Lindbergh was quoted as saying 
that though it might be possible for 
a foreign bomber to raid New York 
and return to its base, that form of 
attack would not be practical and 
need not alarm this country. 

He supported the War Depart- 
ment’s plans for expansion of the 
Army Air Corps to a total of 5500 
planes, members said, and declared 
it was no* excessive when com- 
pared to the aerial strength of for- 
eign Powers. 

Representative Engle (Rep.), 
Michigan, said the thing that im- 
pressed him about Lindberg’s tes- 
timony was his “lack of hysteria.” 

“He emphasized quality in  air- 
craft, not quantity,” Engle said. 
“He gave us a calm, dispassionate 
picture of affairs abroad, but in 
tLe face of all the wild reports 
about what Germany, Italy and 
Russia are doing in aviation, he 
emphasized that we should not try :

How to Breathe Correctly

Risk of Infection of Mucous 
Membrane of Nose. 


They Avoid Colds and 


Proper breathing is man’s one 
natural means of protecting the 
mucous membranes of the nasal 
passages when swimming, Dr. H. M. 


‘Taylor, Jacksonville, Fla,, stated ir 


a paper read at the American Medi- 
cal Association convention today. 
Dr. Taylor has for many years been 
interested in the medical aspects of 
swimming and has been a member 
of the association's committee on 
otorhinologic hygiéne. 

Exhaling through the nose when 
the head is submerged and inhaling 
through the mouth when the head 
is above water tends to maintain 
a positive air pressure in the nasal 
eavities and protects the sinuses 
and eustachian tube from water, 
Dr. Taylor explained: In the new 
swimming strokes that require sub- 
mersion of the face this method of 
breathing is highly important, he 
continued. 

Rules for Diving. 

Just before diving a swimmer 
should take a deep inhalation 
through the mouth, and then exhale 
slowly through the nose when 
under water, Dr. Taylor said. The 
rush of water into nasal cavities 
incident to diving feet foremost 
may cause infections of the sinuses, 
middle ear and the mastoid, he 
warned.

Man’s ear was not in- 
tended to withstand the vitiating 
effect of water, he added. 

“If the hand is immersed in 
sterile water for 30 minutes the 
skin will be wrinkled and degenera- 
tion of the epithelium will result,” 
Dr. Taylor said. “A similar change 
takes place in the ear of the swim- 
mer. Maceration of the delicate 
dermis by the water breaks the 
skin and opens up an avenue of 
infection for the ever present 
staphycoccus.” 

Ear-Stoppers Suggested. 

Dr. Taylor suggested the use of 

rubber ear stoppers or plugs of oiled 
cotton to exclude water from the 
external auditory canal. 
Lowered resistance is a possible 
cause of sinusitis following swim- 
ming, Dr. Taylor declared. In this 
respect aquatic animals are pro- 
tected by layers of blubber or fur, 
he pointed out. A study made with 
trained athletes swimming in the 
ocean for 45 minutes disclosed that 
the chilling affected the circulation 
and reduced the temperature an 
average of 4 degrees. 

Swimmers frequenting indoor 
pools, where the body is not ex- 
posed to the warm sun, should be 
constantly active instead of follow- 
ing the customary practice of sit- 
ting on a tile floor in a wet bathing 
suit, Dr. Taylor advised. The cus- 
tomary practice, he said, was as 
conducive to a cold as wrapping 
oneself in a wet blanket and sit- 
ting on the concrete floor of a 
basement would be.

“Every American child deserves,

a proper environment. In fact, a’ 
vital consideration in any plan of 
national defense is the physical 
quality no less than the psycholog- 
ical stamina of its citizenship. And 
.the physical quality of the adult 
citizen is largely determined by 
prenatal factors and early child-

Dr. Kosmak said that the phy- 
sicians were not obstructionists in 
this matter, “we are merely doubt- 
ers. There has been much senti- 
mental appeal and much _ loose 
thinking on this subject, and we 
are still far from a satisfactory 
solution of the question whether 
practical or satisfactory control by 
artificial means is possible.

Dr. Kosmak said it should not 
have been necessary to establish 
outside clinics for this purpose, as 
necessary advice and treatment 
could have been provided in phy- 
sicians’ offices. Physicians were to 
be blamed, he said, that most of the 
stimulus for scientific dealing with 
this problem has come from “lay 
groups whose sense of direction 
and application has not as a rule 
been satisfactorily guided.” 

Dr. Kosmak discussed the rea- 
sons which might be found for 
seeking to limit the size of fam- 
ilies. “We cannot measure today a 
mother’s ability to bear children by 
the standards of the past,” he said, 
“or by the much heralded occasion- 
al large families. The economic

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TREE AILMENTS 
UNDER DISCUSSION 
AT NERVE SESSION 


Myasthenia Gravis, Pitui- 
tary Adenoma and Men- 
iere’s Disease, Taken Up 
at Sectional Meeting. 


Three ailments of varied ‘nature 
and effect, and their treatment, 
were discussed before the section 
on nervous and mental diseases of 
the American Medical Association 
yesterday at Municipal Auditorium. 

Myasthenia gravis, pituitary ade- 
noma and Meniere’s disease, the 
doctors called them. In laymen’s 
terms they are, respectively, a seri- 
usually nonmalignant, of 
dizziness, leading to deafness. 

Losing Control of Muscles. 

Sufferers from myasthenia grav- 
is may lose control of their muscles 
to such an extent that they cannot 
even keep their eyes open or move 
about. That was what happened to 
a Boston city fireman, whose case 
was described to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter by Dr. Robert C. Schwab 
of Massachusetts General Hospital. 
After treatment he was able to re- 
turn to work, but he had to carry 
some little white pills with him for 


fairly frequent doses. He com- 
plained that at big fires the pills 
would get wet and useless, and he 
would grow weak and have to re- 
turn to the firehouse for more. 
This ailment was first described 
in 1672 and again in 1874 and 1893, 
but until 1930 treatments were un- 
satisfactory and patients usually 
died within a few months, Dr. 
Schwab said at the meeting. Then 
use of ephedrine sulphate began 
successfully, followed in 1934 by 
employment of prostigmine and 
guanidine.

RUST COMPANIES have some times been criticised for 
Sar supplying risk-taking capital. Trust funds have 
been termed ‘“‘stagnant pools of capital.’’ The picture 
presented is that an ever larger proportion of the total 
resources of the country is being managed by trust com- 
panies, that this money is timid and unadventurous, that 
it seeks safety primarily, and that the growth and de- 
velopment of the country are being retarded by the con- 
servative investment attitude taken by trust companies. 
These criticisms, based on broad social grounds, are ad- 
vanced in perfect good faith but they are based upon 
misinformation. 

‘“‘A running stream of capital’’ rather than ‘stagnant 
pools of capital’’ would be an apt designation of trust 
funds. New trusts are created every day but old trusts 
likewise terminate every day. Money doesn’t go into 
trust and remain there forever. Usually a trust is created 
to bridge over the gap between the death of one family 
provider and the maturity of the next. 

The social justification of the trust is to provide ex- 
perienced management for the funds of people who need 
such service to give them financial security. Trusts con- 
serve wealth and direct it into economically useful chan- 
| nels. They protect the funds of minor children, of those 
inexperienced in financial matters and of those lacking 
established earning capacity. Contrary to popular belief, 
trusts are used far more extensively by people of moder- 
ate means than by the wealthy. For example, a check 
of the trusts managed by St. Louis Union disclosed 
that 53% of the beneficiaries re- 
ceived an income of less than $100 


per month.

Should ‘Trust Companies Supply — 
Risk-Jaking Capital? 


The investment policies of well-managed trust com- 
panies are and should be conservative. They are investing 
other people's money. The investment policies of life in- 
surance companies, savings banks and commercial banks 
likewise are and should be conservative. They, too, are 
investing other people's money. But this conservatism 
certainly does not retard the growth and development of 
the country for there 1s a continuous need in this country 
for cautious and conservative capital, as well as for ad- 
venturous capital.

Supplying this need is even more essential 
to the sound development and growth of the country 
than supplying risk-taking promotional capital. 

If the ‘time ever comes when trustees and financial 
institutions lower their investment standards and supply 
speculative capital, it will promote not the growth and 
development of this country, but merely an unhealthy 
boom. If today there is a scarcity of risk-taking capital, 
the remedy is to loosen the shackles of fear which 
government hostility to business and punitive taxes have 
fastened upon those who normally supply such capital 
and not to divert trust funds to speculative channels.

‘the service or causing confusion in 
the kitchen. If the dessert is 
‘made up ahead of time, for  in- 
stance, usually it’s no extra trou- 
| ble to have two different kinds if 
both are equally popular. Or there 
can always be a choice of bever- 
ages. 

| Foods that can easily be divid-| 
ed in uniform serving portions— 
freshly cooked meat loaf, for in- 
stance—are especially suitable for 
_large groups. Unless the kitchen 
is well equipped, have some of 
'the foed the kind that can be: 
brought from home cooked or par-/ 
tially prepared. If stove space is 
limited, this may even be a roast 
'or a casserole main dish that can 
be reheated. Baked ham is an ex- 
‘cellent meat course that may be 
cooked at home, then served hot 
or cold. 

It is well to be cautious, in warm 
weather especially, about serving 
certain foods that may become 
sources of food poisoning. Dishes 
containing eggs that are not 
cooked at high enough tempera- 
tures to destroy toxin-producing 
micro-organisms should be put in 
the refrigerator immediately after 
they’re prepared; kept there until 
serving time. This includes such 
‘dishes as cream puffs, potato and 
other salads made with an egg 
dressing, sandwiches made from 
eggs, deviled eggs. Do not make 
these dishes long ahead of time. 

All meat, of course, needs to be 
kept in the refrigerator. Cooked 
meat for sandwiches should never 
be ground up until time for mak- 
ing them. Time for that is the day 
of the dinner, not the night be- 
fore. Creamed chicken and simi- 
lar dishes should be made not long 
ahead of time and the meat should 
be heated to the boiling tempera- 
ture. Never let these dishes stand 
around lukewarm. That is the 
best possible temperature for the 
development of the toxins. 

Food. 

Consider foods in season and 
the garden resources of the com- 
munity in making the menu. As 
much as possible keep to moder- 
ately priced dishes so that no one 
will stay home because he can’t 
afford to come. Certain foods 
should be ruled out, because they’re 
too much trouble to make in quan- 
tity. Count out dishes that deteri- 
orate on standing, such as souffles 
and some vegetables. 

If only one large plate is used 
in serving, small paper cups are 
inexpensive for. serving a runny, | 
juicy dish—for keeping cool salad 
from hot food—for fruit cups. 

Very often community meals are 
low on fresh vegetables and fruits. 
Some salads that are suitable for 
serving at large dinners are the 
variations of cole slaw. These may 
be served from a large dish passed 
at the table. Carrot and cucumber 
strips, sections of tamotoes, celery, | 
spring onions, radishes, slivers of 
green pepper are also suitable. 

For dessert, fruit cups and fresh | 
fruit in season are good and not so 
heavy as the customary pie. To go

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Economic Problems. 
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SKIN DOCTORS DISCUS 
POISON IVY, PIMPLES 


Speaker Says Sensitive Persons | 
Must Avoid Weed to 
Prevent Irritation. 


Poison ivy irritation and the 
pimply complexions of adolescence 
—which make up in number of vic- 
tims and amount of annoyance they 
cause for their lack of serious po- | 
tentialities—received attention at, 
the convention of the American 
Medical Association yesterday in 
the section on dermatology and 


syphilology. 

For those who are sensitive to 
poison ivy, little hope was offered 
by Dr. Bedford Shelmire of the 
Baylor University School of Medi- 
cine at Dallas, Tex., chairman of 
the section, who presented a paper 
on the effects of this weed and 
others which cause eczema in many 
persons. 

Only a scrupulous avoidance of 
contact with ivy, and with any- 
thing that even has touched ivy, 
can prevent the irritation, Dr. Shel- 
mire said. His experiments showed 
that such objects as shoes, cloth- 
ing, heads of golf clubs, door knobs 
and steering wheels which had 
come into contact with the plant, or 
with the hands of someone who had 
touched it, could transmit the oily 
substance which causes the symp- 
toms. 

Washing Fails to Remove Oil. 

Even an immediate and thorough 
washing with strong soap after 
contact with the leaves, believed by 
most persons to be a preventive,

swas of no help in avoiding the irri- 
tation or preventing its transmis- 
gion to others. 

Dr. Shelmire, not himself sensi- 
tive to the plant, said he had “re- 
peatedly gathered poison ivy, thor- 
oughly washed his hands with soap 
and water and then at intervals 
rubbed the skin of ivy-sensitized 
individuals.” What effect this had 
on his popularity at the university 
he did not say, but the experiment 
proved that his hands retained 
enough of the oil to cause irrita- 
tion in those he touched for as long 
as six hours. 

One hopeful finding was _ that 
those who suffer frequently from 
the condition in childhood and early 
adulthood may expect to become 
more or less immune as they grow 
older. This phenomenon apparently 
is related to the fact that persons 
do not develop sensitivity to the 
plant until they have been exposed 
to it at least once, and that the 
sensitivity must be stimulated oc- 
casionally to be retained. Older per- 
sons are less active and therefore 
come into contact with the plant 
less frequently, thus eventually lose 
their susceptibility. 

No fil Effects for Eskimos. 

Experiments have shown that 
Eskimos, who live in a land where 
the plant does not grow, suffer no 
ill effects on first contact with ivy, 
and neither do babies immediately 
after birth. But around Dallas, 
where the plant is extremely com- 
mon, Dr. Shelmire found that fully 
half the young adults are sensitive 
to it. 

Also described by Dr. Shelmire 
were similar irritations caused by 
other weeds, notably narrow-leaved 

marsh elder, dwarf ragweed, cockle- 
bur and gaillardia. 

In the case of acne, the inflam- 
mation of the sebaceous glands and 
hair follicles from which a high 
proportion of persons suffered in 
some degree in adolescence, some 
promising results were reported. 
Dr. Merlin Maynard, San Jose, Cal., 
said he had obtained satisfactory 
improvement in 75.6 per cent of his 
patients in one instance, and in 
83.4 per cent in another series, by 
use of Vitamin D. 

The vitamin, which is essential 
to calcium metabolism, also had 
proved effective in certain other 
skin diseases, Dr. Maynard report- 
ed, including one characterized by 
patches of baldness and also the 
hardening of the skin caused by 
Over-dosage of X-ray treatment. 

Acne Among College Students. 

Dr. Francis W. Lynch of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota reported a 
statistical study of acne which 
showed that 57 per cent of youths 
of college freshman age, and 46 per 
cent of girls, suffered from the dis- 
order to at least a mild degree—a 
finding which led to the suggestion, 
in discussion of this paper, that 
adolescents suffering from acne 
were the normal persons and those 
free from it the abnormal ones. 

Other’ papers were presented by 
Dr. James W. Jordon and Dr. Ear! 
D. Osborne of Buffalo, on cases 
of dermatitis found among nurses 
and others who come into contact 
with opium derivatives: Dr. 


Hundreds of Trees Stripped of Foliage by 
Canker Pest—Severe Losses in 
Webster Groves and Kirkwood. 


Armies of canker worms, hun- 
grily foraging on leaves, have 
denuded hundreds of elms of their 
abundant foliage this spring in 
some parts of St. Louis County. 

The infestation has grown stead- 
ily worse and has spread in larger 
areas since the damage to the trees 
first became appreciable’ three 
years ago, August P. Beilmann, 
aboriculturist of Shaw’s Garden, 
said today to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

Some of the severely blighted 
areas are in Webster Groves and 
Kirkwood, and to a slightly less 
degree in the central and north- 
ern parts of the county. Stately 
specimens, from 30 ‘to 80 feet 
high, are left with only a few 
shredded leaves on the topmost 
limbs. Skeletons of the ,eaten 
leaves drape the bare branches, 


ance. The worms have not yet 
spread to the elms in the Garden 
and other central sections of the 
city. 

Tree May Die in Time. 

Effect of the defoliation is to 

weaken the trees greatly, author- 
ities say, and in case of successive 
years of complete defoliation, the 
tree is likely to die, 
has sufficient vigor, however, it 
will grow new leaves after the 
forfaging period of the canker 
worm, which lasts three weeks to 
a month, has passed, 
When full grown, the spring can- 
| ker 
‘worm, is about an inch long and as 
thick as the lead in a pencil. The 
color varies from deep black to 
brown with shadings of red and 
yellow. 

A ravenous feeder, it reaches its 
full growth in a month, lets itself 
down to the ground on a silken 
thread, and burrows into the 
ground, where it spends the win- 
ter.

|deposits the eggs on the bark, from 
'which a new destructive army is 
‘born. More than 40 host plants 
‘for the worm have been recorded, 
|but apple trees and elms are the 
‘most receptive. In the county wild 
cherry trees also have been seri- 
ously damaged. 
Ways of Controlling Pests. 

More than 40 kinds of birds are 
known to feed on the worms, eggs 
and female moths as a natural con- 
trol agency. The trees may be aided 
by spraying with arsenate of lead 
solution, to be applied when the 
foilage is developing, and by 
banding the tree trunks, Beilmann 
said. 

Since the female moths climb the 
trees, many may be caught in early 
spring by applying a sticky sub- 
stance, sold commercially, on a 
heavy paper trunk band wadded 
underneath with cotton to prevent 
the moth from going under the 
band. 

Two allies of the spring canker 
worm are aiding in the destruction. 
One is the fall canker worm of sim- 
ilar appearance, which usually ap- 
pears in the same infested area. 
The female moth of this destroyer, 
however, emerges from the ground 
in late autumn, when it deposits 
the eggs on the tree, and requires 
lan additional control measure. For 
‘this species, Beilmann said, the 
/trees may be banded in the fall and 
| Sprayed in early spring with an oil 
'emuslion to destroy the eggs before 
ithey are hatched. 

The other invader is the leaf roll- 
er, a green worm as thick as a 
toothpick and slightly less than an 
inch long. There are several spe- 
cies and they have a greater num- 
ber of receptive hosts, spreading 
the damage. These have infested 
town trees and gardens and the 
plants at Shaw’s Garden. 

They fold up a corner of the leaf, 
on which they feed and wrap them- 
selves in a flimsy cocoon. Spray- 
ing the trees with arsenate of lead 
and oil emulsion is recommended.

X-RAY LESSENS CHANCE 
OF SURGERY INFECTION 


Experiments Show Value of 
Treatment Given Before 
Operation. 


Experiments confirming the ob- 
servation of surgeons that X-ray 
treatments before operations re- 
duce the likelihood of infection 
were described yesterday by speak- 
ers before the radiology section of 
the American Medical Association 
at Hotel De Soto. 

Dr. W. A. Altemeier of the Henry 
Ford Hospital, Detroit, reporting 
on studies made with Dr. H. C. 
Jones, also of the Ford Hospital 
staff, said that 70 per cent of rab- 
bits infected experimentally with 
peritonitis from four to seven 
weeks after X-ray treatment sur- 
vived the disease, while all rabbits 
which had not been so treated be- 
fore infection died. 

In the study, the X-rays were di- 
rected only at the abdomen, to 
confine the treatment to the area 
later to be infected. The protec- 
tion against disease reached maxi- 
mum strength at five and a half 
weeks, continuing in some degree 
for more than four months, Dr. 
Altemeier reported. He offered no 
explanation for the immunizing ef- 
fect. 

Discussing the report, Dr. J. P. 


: |Pratt, Ford Hospital surgeon, told 


the section audience that the ex- 
periments with rabbits clearly con- 
firmed his clinical experience since 
1924 in operations for removal of 
cancers in the pelvic region. 

Dr. Pratt said that in such cases 
preliminary treatment X-ray was 
standard procedure in the hos- 
pital and peritonitis following op- 
erations had been virtually elim- 
inated. He pointed out that the 
surgery usually followed the X-ray 
treatment by four to six weeks, a 
time determined through observa- 
tion. of the patient’s condition but 
identical with that established in 
the recent rabbit experiments as 
the proper interval. 

“It may be inferred,” he said, 
“that the protection given to ani- 
mals in these experiments is 
analogous to the protection accord- 
ed by X-ray to persons undergoing 
bowel surgery.” 


DIPHTHERIA DEATHS FALL 
IN 93 LARGEST CITIES IN U. S. 


New York With Rate of 0.3 Per 
1000 Persons Has Best Record; 
St. Louis Figure 1.9. 
CHICAGO, May 18 (AP).—Diph- 
theria deaths in the 93 largest cities 
of the United States in 1938 fell 
to 483, a record low, the Journal] 
of the American Medical Associa- 

tion reported today. 

The journal pointed out that in 
1923, the first year the association 
conducted a survey, 4078 deaths 
were reported in 87 cities, a rate 
of 13.13 deaths per 100,000 popula- 
tion, The 1938 decline lowered the 
rate to 1.23 per 1000 persons, com- 
pared with 1.46 for 1937 and 1.51 for 
1936. 

New York, with a rate of 0.3, 
had the best record among the 
eight largest cities. Cleveland and 
Philadelphia tied for second with 


1.0, Chicago and St. Louis 1.9 and 
Los Angeles 2.2. 

Special commendation went to 
Utica, N. Y., for a record of no 
diphtheria deaths in five years and 
no typhoid deaths in three.

BUDGET CUT 10 Fil 
E. ST. LOUIS INCOME 


Some Payments Put Off to 
Meet Strain Caused by 
Hiring Extra Men. 


In an effort to meet a financial 
crisis caused in part by the employ- 
ment of more than 3500 extra labor- 
ers to produce supporters for the 
administration ticket in the mu- 
nicipal elections April 4, the East 
St. Louis City Council yesterday 
drastically reduced its 1939 operat- 
ing budget and arranged for post- 
ponement of payments on utilities 
bills and on bond issues due this 
year. 

The budget, which is usually 
drawn up about Jan. 1 of each year, 
places expenses at $687,981, a reduc- 
tion of 16 per cent compared with 
that of last year. Revenues were 
estimated at the same figure, repre- 
senting a similar reduction. John T. 
English, Finance Commissioner, 
said diminution of revenues was 
caused largely by the reduction of 
20 per cent in the assessed valua- 
tion of real property, put into effect 
by the Board of Review. 

No provision is made in the bud- 
get for increasing the salaries of 
policemen and firemen to the $175 
monthly minimum required under 
a new Illinois statute, or for paying 
approximately $90,000 in back pay 
which has accumulated since the 
measure went into effect two years 
ago. 

As a means of avoiding payment 
of approximately $65,000 in utility 
expenses which will be incurred 
during the last 10 months of the 
year, the Council has arranged to 
spread the payment over the next 
four years. In addition, payment of 
$42,000 due on the principal of a 
1929 bond issue is to be postponed, 
and the Council will increase from 
60 to 75 per cent the amount of tax 
anticipation warrants issued to pay 
expenses. 

Major expenditures will be in 
the street department, for which 
the budget provides $241,340. En- 
glish said no cuts had been made 
there, because the council intend- 
ed to continue most of the exist- 
ing WPA street improvement 
projects. The smallest expendi- 
tures—$4100—will be in the health 
department, under John Joe Fo- 
ley, minority member of the coun- 
cil, who has been stripped of all 
his duties and important patron- 
age.

“He 
accuses me of running around with other 
men, which is an absolute falsehood. He 
tells my young daughters that I never was 
any good before he married me. 

“Then he will curse at me and say I am 
crazy. He says he'll call the padded wagon 
and have them lock me up in an insane 
asylum for the rest of my life. He has kept 
this up until I am really afraid of losing my 
mind. Dr. Crane, I do have a lot of fears 
and complexes, for I am now 44, and prob- 
ably a menopausal wife, but I’m not losing 
my mind, am I?”

DIAGNOSIS: No, this woman is not 
losing her mind. Then why does Hans ac- 
cuse her so frequently of being mentally unbalanced? Hardly a day 
passes that he doesn’t resort to this accusation, and he continues 
to harp on it till his wife is upset, crying and wringing her hands. 

Hans is guilty “projection.” When we blame 
others for our own faults, it is termed projection. This is a com- 
mon mechanism and appears in our childhood. If a youngster bumps 
his shin against the chair, he scolds the chair and maybe gives it 
a final retaliatory kick. He not admit that his own awk- 
wardness brought his sore shins. 

Husbands pass the buck in this fashion by blaming their wives, 
and wives excuse their untidy homes by blaming the husband or 
children. Frequently there may be a germ of truth in the accusation,

land old, big and little. The red cells 
are formed in the bone marrow, and 
‘when the bone marrow ceases to 
‘function or reduces its activities, 
‘there are fewer red cells and that, 
‘of course, is what is known as 
‘anemia. 

The use of liver in pernicious 
anemia is specific. In very few in- 
stances is liver itself used, but an 
extract of liver is used. This is a 
salty brown substance much like 
granulated brown sugar in appear- 
ance. It is pleasant to taste. 

The use of liver extract will not 
“cure” pernicious anemia, but the 
regular use of it will keep the case 
healthy and comfortable. When re- 
lapses occur, they are usually due 
to the patient thinking himself so 
well he can get along without the 
extract and discontinuing its nse. 

In periods of ill health—espe- 
cially minor infections such as a 
cold—it is necessary to increase the 
amount taken every day. 

The other medicinal agent which 
is of great benefit in the anemias 
is iron. But it is not beneficial in 
pernicious anemia. It is used in 
anemias of a different type. For 
instance, after a large hemorrhage 
iron is valuable in restoring the 
blood volume. It stimulates the 
marrow but in a different way. 

Iron is an old, old remedy which 
has been given to pale (that is, 
anemic) patients for ages. But it 
fell into almost universal disuse 
about 50 years ago, and for two 
curious reasons. One of the com- 
mon forms of anemia is that in 
young girls, called green sickness. 
Its technical name is “chlorosis.”
